— Whereas the draft of 
Rules to the contract labour ( Regulation and Abolition ) Act, 
1970 ( No . 37 of 1970 ) were published as required by Sub 
Section ( 1 ) of Section 35 of the said Act at page No, 84 to 
99 of the Gazette of India , Part III, Section 3 , notifications 
relating to Minor Administrations dated 25th December 1976 
undor the notification No. ADM / LAW / CL - ( 95 ) 35 / 76 , dated 
1st December 1976 of the Administration , Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli , inviting objections or suggestions from all persona 
likely to be affected thereby , before the expiry of a period of 
one month from the date of publication of the said notifica 
tion in the official gazette . 


(2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publi 
cation in tho oficial gazetto . 

2. Definitions. In these rules , unless the subject or con 
text otherwise requires 
( a ) " Act" means the Contract Labour ( Regulation and 

Abolition ) Act , 1970 . 
( b ) " Appellate Officer" means the Appellate Officer 

nominated by the Administrator under sub -section 

( 1 ) of section 15 ; 
( c ) " Board " mcans the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Advi 

sory Contract Labour board constituted under sec 

tion 4 : 
( d ) " Chairman " means the Chairman of the Board ; 
( e ) " Committee " means a Committee constituted under 

sub - section ( 1 ) of section 5 ; 
(f) “ Form ” means a form appended to theso rules ; 
(8 ) " Section " means a section of the Act; 
( h ) Words and expressions used but not defined in these 

rules shall have the meanings assigned to them under 
the Act . 


And whereas the said gazetto was made available to tho 
public on 23th December , 1976 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were reccived 
from the public on the said draft ; 

Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Şub - Section ( 1 ) of section 35 of the Contract Labour (Regu 
lation and Abolition ) 1970 (No . 37 of 1970 ) , the Adminis 
trátor , Dadra and Nagar Haveli , hereby makes the following 
rules namely : 


CHAPTER II 

STATE BOARD 
3 Constitution of the Board — Thc Board shall consist of 
the following members - 

(a ) A Chairman to be appointed by the Administrator . 
( b ) One person , representing the Union Territory of 

Dadra and Nagar Haveli appointed by the Adminis 
trator from amongst its officials ; 


CHAPTER I 
1. Short title and Commencement - - ( 1 ) These rules may 
bo called the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition . 
Dadra and Nagar Habeli Rules, 1976 ) . 
1 - 118G1/79 
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( c ) four persons , representing the employers in the 

industry and the contractors to whom the Act applies , 
to be appointed by the Administrator, after con 
sultation with such employers and contractors or 
their organisations , if any ; 
four persons, representing the employers in tho 
industry and employees of contractors to whom tho 
Act applies , to be appointed by the Administrator, 
after consultation with such organisation , if any of 
employces representing the respective interests . 


9 . Vaccinsy . When a vacancy occurs or is likely to occur 
in the membership of the Board , the Chairman shall submit 
a report to the Administrator and on receipt of such report, 
the Administrator shall take steps to fill the vacancy by making 
any appointment from amongst the category of persons to 
which a person vacating membership belonged and the per 
gons so appointed shall hold office for the remainder of the 
term of office of the member in whose place he is appointed . 


4 . Terms of office . - - ( 1) The chairman of the Board shall 
hold office as such for a period of three years from the date 
on which his appointment is first notified in the official 
gazette . 

( 2 ) The member of the Board , referred to in clause (b ) of 
rule 3 shall hold office as such during the pleasure of the 
Administrator. 

( 3 ) Each of the members of the Board referred to in 
clause ( c ) and ( d ) of rule 3 shall hold office as such for a 
period of three years commencing from the date on which 
his appointment is first notified in the official gazettc . 


10 . Staf . — ( 1 ) ( i) The Administrator may appoint ono of 
its officials as Secretary to the Board and appoint such other 
staff as he may think necessary to enable the Board to carry 
out its functions. 

( it ) The salaries and allowances payable to the staff and 
the other conditions of service of such staff shall be such as 
may be decided by the Administrator. 
( 2 ) The Secretary 
( 1) shall assist the Chairman in convening meetings of 

the Board ; 
( ii ) may attend the meeting but shall not be entitled to 

vote at such meetings ; 
( iii ) shall keep a record of the minutes of such meetings ; 

and 
( iv ) shall take nocessary measures to carry out the docl 

sions taken at the meetings of the Board . 


Provided that where the successor of any such member has 
not been notified in the official gazette on or bfore the expiry 
of the said period of three years , such member shall, not 
withstanding to expiry of the period of his offico , continue to 
hold such offico until the appointment of his successor has 
been notified in the official gazette . 


( 4 ) If a member is unable to attend a meeting of the 
Board , the Administrator of the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
or the body which appointed or nominated him may, by notico 
in writing signed on its behalf and by such member and 
addressed to the Chairman of the said Board , nominate a sub 
stituto in his place to attend the meoting and such a substituto 
member shall have all the rights of a member in respect 
of that meeting and any decision taken at the meeting shall 
bo binding on the said body . 


11 . Allowances of members ( 1 ) The travelling allowance 
of an official member shall be governed by the rules applic 
able to him for journey performed by him on official duties 
and shall be paid by the authority paying his salary . 

( 2 ) The non - official members of the Board shall be paid 
travelling allowance for attending the meetings of the Board 
at such rates as arc admissible to Grade I officers of the Cen 
tral Government and daily allowance shall be calculated at the 
maximum rate admissible to Grade I officers of the Central 
Government. 


5. Resignation . — A member of the Board , not being an ex 
officio member , may resign his office by a letter in writing 
addressed to the Administrator and on such resignation being 
accepted by him , his office shall fall vacant on the date on 
which such resignation is accepted . 


12 . Disposal of business . — Every question which the Board 
is required to take into consideration shall be considered at a 
meeting , or if the Chairman so directs by sending the neces 
sary papers to every member for opinion , and tho question 
shall be disposed of in accordance with the decision of the 
majority . 


6 . Cessation of membership .- - If any member of the Board , 
not being an ox -official member , fails to attend thrco conge 
cutive meetings of the Board , without obtaining the leave of 
the Chairman for such absence , he shall cease to be a mem 
ber of the Board . 


Provided that the Administrator may, if he is satisfied that 
such member was prevented by sufficient cause from attend 
ing three consecutive meetings of tho Board , direct that such 
cessation shall not take place and on such direction being 
made, such member shall continue to be a member of the 
Board . 


Provided that in the case of equality of votes the Chairman 
shall have a second or a casting vote . 

Explanation . - - " Chairman " for the purpose of this Rulo 
shall include the Chairman nominated under rulo 13 to pro 
gide over a meeting. 

13. Meetings. - ( 1 ) The Board shall meet at such places 
and times as may be specified by the Chairman . 

( 2 ) The Chairman shall preside over every meeting of tho 
Board of which he is present and in his absence a member 
elected by those present at the meeting shall preside over such 
meeting 

14 . Notice of meeting and list of business - ( 1 ) Ordinarily 
seven days notice shall be given to the members of a proposed 
meetings. 

( 2 ) No business which is not on the list of business for : 
mecting shall be considered at that meeting without the por 
mission of the Chairman , 


7 . Disqualification for membership , - ( 1 ) A person shall be 
disqualified for being appointed , and for being , a member of 
the Board : 

(i ) if he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by 

a competent court ; or 
( ii ) if he is an undischarge insolvent, or 
( ili ) if he has been or lo convicted of an offence which , 

in the opinion of the Administrator, involves moral 

turpitudo . 
( 2 ) If a question arises as to whether a disqualification has 
been incurred under sub -rule ( 1 ) tho Administrator shall 
decide the same. 


15 . Quorum - No business shall be transacted at any 
meeting unless at least four members are present theraet. 


8 . Removal from membership — The Administrator may 
remove from office any member of the Board , if in his opinion 
such a member has ceased to test the interest which he pur 
ports to represent on the Board ; 


Provided that if at any meeting less than four members aro 
present, the Chairman may adjourn the meeting to another 
date informing memberg present and giving notice to the other 
members that he proposes to dispose of the business at the 
adjourned meeting whether there is prescribed quorum or not , 
and it shall thereupon bę lawful for him to dispose of tho 
business at the adjourned meeting irrespective of the numba 
of members attending. 

16 . Committees of the Board . — ( 1 ) (1 ) The Board may 
constitute such Committoes and for such purposes or purpose 
og it may think fit, 


Provided that no such member shall be removed unless a 

hle opportunity is given to him of making any reprc 
sentation against the proposed action , 
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21 . Application for a licence. — ( 1 ) Every application by a 
contractor for the grant of a licence shall be made in tripli 
cate in Form IV , to the licensing officer notified under sec 
tion 11. 


( ii ) Wbile constituting the Committee the Board may 
nominate one of its members to be the Chairman of the Com 
mittee . 

( 2 ) The Committee shall meet at such times and places as 
the Chairman of the said Committee may decide and the 
Committee shall observe such rules of procedure in regard to 
the transaction of business at its mecting as it may decido 
upon . 

( 3 ) The provisions of rule 11 shall apply to the members 
of the Committee for attending the mceting of the Committee 
as they apply to the member of the Board . 


( 2 ) Every application for the grant of a licence shall bo 
accompanied by a certificate by the principal employer in 
Form V to the effect that the applicant has been employed by 
him as a contractor in relation to his establishment and that 
he under takes to be bound by all the provisions of the Act 
and the rule made thereunder in so far as the provisions are 
applicable to him as principal employer in respect of the 
employment of contract labour by, the applicant, 

( 3 ) Every such application shall be either personally deli 
vered to the licensing officer or sent to him by registered post . 

( 4 ) On receipt of the application referred to in sub -rule 
( 1 ) ihe licensing officer shall, after noting thereon the date of 
receipt of the application , grant an acknowledgement to the 
applicant ; 

( 5 ) Every application referred to in sub -rule ( 1) shall also 
be accompanied by a treasury receipt showing . 

( i) the deposit of the security at the rates specified in 

rulo , 24 , and 
( ii ) the payment of the fees at the rates specified in 

rule 26 . 


CHAPTER LII 
REGISTRATION AND LICENCING 
17 . Manner of making application for resigtration of esta 
blishment : 

( 1 ) The application referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) of gec 
tion 7 shall be made in triplicate in Form I , to the registering 
officer notified under section 6 . 

(2 ) The application referred to in sub -rule ( 1 ) shall be 
accompanied by a treasury receipt showing payment of the 
foes for the registration of the cstablishment. 

(3 ) Every application referred to in sub -rulę ( 1 ) shall be 
cither personally delivered to the registering officer or sent to 
him by registered post . 

( 4 ) On receipt of the application referred to in sub - rule 
( 1 ) , the registering officer shall, after noting thereon the date 
of receipt by him of thç application , grant an acknowledge 
mont to the applicant. 

18 . Grant of certificate of registration .-- - ( 1 ) The certificate 
of registration granted under sub- section ( 2 ) of section 7 shall 
be in Form II 

( 2 ) The registering officer shall maintain a register in Form 
III; showing the particulars of establishments in relation to 
which certificates of registration have been issued by him . 

( 3 ) If , in relation to an establishment , there is any change 
in the particulare specified in the certificato of registration , the 
principal employer of the establishment shall intimate to the 
registering officer within thirty days from the date when such 
changes takes place , the particulars of , and tho reasons for 
such change . 


22 . Matters to be taken into account in granting or refus 
Ing a licence . - - In granting or refusing to grant a licence . The 
Licensing officer shall take the following matters into account , 
pamely - 
( a ) Whether the applicant - - 

( i ) is a minor , or 
( ii) is of unsound mind and stands so declared by 

& competent court, or 
( iii ) is an undischarge insolvent, or 
( iv ) has been convicted (at any time during a period 

of five years immediately preceding the date of 
application ) of an offencc which , in the opinion 
of the Administrator involves moral turpitudes ; 


19. Circumstances in which application for registration may 
be rejected . _ _ ( 1) If any application for registration is not 
completo in all respects , the registering Officer shall require 
the principal employer to amend the application so as to 
mako it complete in all respects ; 

( 2 ) If the principal employer, on being required by the 
registering officer to amend his application for registration , 
omits or fails to do so , the registering officer shall reject tho 
Application for registration . 


( b ) whether there is an order of the Administrator or 

an award of settlement for the abolition of contract 
labour in respect of the particular type of work in 
the establishment for which the applicant is A. 
contractor ; 
whether any order has been made in respect of tho 
applicant under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 14 , and if 
So , whether a period of three years has elapged from 

the date of that order; 
( d ) whether the fees for the application have been depo 

sited at the rates specified in rule 26 ; and 
( e ) whether the security has been deposited by the 

applicant at the rates specified in rule 24 . 
23 , Grant of refusal of licence . - ( 1 ) On reccipt of tho 
application and Els soon as possible thereafter , the licensing 
officer shall make such enquiry as he considers necessary to 
satisfy himself about the eligibility of the applicant for & 
licence and if he is satisfied about the eligibility, he shall grant 
the licence . 

(2 ) ( i) Where the licensing officer is of opinion that the 
licence should not be granted , he shall after affording rcason 
able opportunity to the applicant to be heard , make an order 
rejecting the application . 

(ii ) The order shall record the reasons for the refusal and 
shall be communicated to the applicant . 


20 . Amendment of certificate of registration .-. ( 1 ) Where 
on receipt of the intimation under sub - rule ( 3 ) of rule 18 , the 
registering officer is satisfied that an amount higher than the 
amount which has been paid by the principal employer as 
fees for the registration of the establishment is payablc , he 
shall require such principal employer to deposit a such which , 
together with the amount already paid by such principal 
omployer, would be equal to such higher amount of fees pay 
able for the registration of the establishment and to produce 
the treasury receipt showing such deposit . 

( 2 ) Where, on receipt of the intimation referred to in sub 
rule ( 3 ) of rule 18 , the registering officer is satisfied that there 
bas occurred a change in the particulars of the establishment ; 
as entered in the register in Form III , he shall amend the said 
rogister and record therein the change which has occurred : 


Provided that no such amendment shall effect anything done 
or any action taken or any right obligation or liability acquir 
ed or incurred before such amendment : 


24 . Security . Before a licence is issued , an amount calcu 
lated at the ratc of Rs. 30 for each of the workmen to be 
employed as contract labour, in respect of which the applica 
tion for licence has been mado, shall be deposited by the 
contractor for due performance of the conditions of the 
licence and compliance with the provisions of the Act and 
rules made thereunder. 


Provided further that the registering officer shall not carry 
out any amendment in the register in Form III unless the 
appropriate fees have been deposited by the principal 
employer. 


Provided that where the contractor is a co -operative Society 
the amount deposited as sccurity shall be at the rate of Rs. 5 / 
for cach of the workmen to be employed as a contract labour. 
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25 . Form and terms and conditions of licence . Every 
licence granted under rulo 23 shall be in Form VI. 


31. Refund of security . - ( 1 ) ( i) On expiry of the period 
of licence the contractor may , if he does not intend to have his 
licence renewed , make an application to the licensing officer 
for tho refund of the security deposited by him under rule 24 . 

( 11) If the licensing officer is satisfied that ther is no brcach 
of the conditions of licence or there is no order under scc 
tion 14 of the forfeiture of security or any portion thereof , 
he shall direct tbe refund of the security to the applicant.

( 2 ) If there is any order directing the forfeituro of any 
portion of the security , the amount to be forfeited shall be 
deducted from the security deposit , and balance , if any , re 
funded to the applicant. 

( 3 ) Any application for refund shall , as far as possible , 
be disposed of within 60 days of the receipt of the upplica 
tion , 


26 . Fees - ( 1 ) The fees to be paid for the grant of a corti 
ficate of registration under section 7, shall bc specified below , 
Damely :

27. Validity of the licence . Every licence grunted under 
Tule 25 or renewed under rule 29 shall remain in force for 
twelve months from the date is granted or renewed . 


28 . Amendment of the licence .- ( 1 ) A licence issued under 
rulo 23 or renewed under rule 29 may , for good and sufficient 
reasons , bc amended by the licensing oflicer . 


( 2 ) The contractor who desires to have the licence 
amended shall submit to the licensing officer an application 
stating the nature of the amendment and reasons therefor , 

( 3 ) ( i ) if the licensing officer allows the application he 
shall require the applicant to furnish a treasury receipt for the 
amount, if any , by which the fees that would have been 
payable if the licence had been originally issued in the 
amended form exceeds the fecs originally paid for the licence . 

(ii ) On the applicant furnishing the requisite treasury 
receipt the licence shall be amended according to the orders 
of the licensing officer . 

( 4 ) Where the application for amendment is refused , the 
licensing officer shall record the roasons for such refusal and 
communicate the same to the applicant. 


32 . Grani of temporary certificate of registration and 
licence , — ( 1 ) Where conditions arisc in an establishment 
requiring the employment of contract labour immediately and 
such cmployment is estimated to last for not more than fifteen 
days, the Principal Employer of the establishment of the 
contractor , as the case may be, muy apply for a temporary 
certificate of registration or licence to the registering Officer 
or the licensing officer, as the case may be, having jurisdiction 
over the area in which the establishment is situated . 

( 2 ) The application for such temporary certificate of 
registration or licence shall be made in triplicate in Form VII 
und X respectively and shall be accompanied by a treasury 
receipt or demand dratt drawn in favour of the appropriatc 
Registering or Licencing Officer as the case may bo , showing 
the payment of appropriate fees and in the case of licence 
the appropriate amount of security also . 

( 3 ) On receipt of the application , completo in all respects , 
and on being satisfied either on affidavit by the applicant or 
otherwise that the work in respect of which the application bas 
been made would be finished in a period of fifteen days and 
way of a nature which could not but be carried out inme 
diately , the registering officer or the licensing officer, as the 
case may bc, shall forthwith grant a certificate of registration 
in Form IX or a licence in Form XI as the case may be , for 
a period of not more than fifteen days . 

( 4 ) Where a certificate of registration or licence is not 
granted the reasons therefor shall be recorded by the regis 
tering officer of the licensing officer, as the case may be . 

( 5 ) On the cxpiry of the validity of the registration certi 
ficate the establishment shall cease to employ in the establish 
ment contract labour in respect of which tho certificate was 
given , 

( 6 ) The fees to be paid for the grant of the certificate of 
registration under sub -rule ( 3 ) shalt be as specifiod below : . 

If the number of workmen to be employed by the contrac 
tor on any day 
( a ) exceeds 20 but does not cxceed 50

( b ) exceed 50 but does not exceed 200

( 7 ) The fees to be paid for the grant of a licence under 
sub - rule ( 3 ) shall be specified below :

30 . 00 
(8 ) The provision of rule 23 and rule 24 shall apply to 
the refusal to grant licence or to grant licence under sub 
rule ( 4 ) and sub -sule ( 5 ) respectively. 


29 . Application for renewal of licence: - ( 1 ) Every contrac 
tor shall apply to the licensing officer for rencwal of the 
licence . 

( 2 ) Every such application shall be in Form VII in tripli 
cate and shall be made not less than thirty days before the 
date on which the licence expires , and if the application is so 
made, the licence shall be deemed to have been rencwed 
until such date when the renewed licence is issucd . 

( 3 ) The fees chargeable for renewal of the licence shall be 
the same as for the grant thcrcof . 

Provided that if the application for renewal is not received 
within the time specifed in sub -rule ( 2 ) , a fee of 25 per cent 
in excess of the fee ordinarily payable for the licence shall 
be payable for such renewal . 

Provided further that in case where the licensing officer is 
satisfied that the delay in submission of the application is due 
to unavoidable circumstances beyond the control of the con 
tractor , he may reduce or remit as he thinks fit the payment 
of such excess fee . 


30 . Issue of duplicate certificate of registration or licence . - - 
Where a certificate of registration or el licence granted or 
renewed under the preceding rules has been lost , defaced or 
accidently destroyed , a duplicate may be granted on payment 
of fees of rupees five . 


CHAPTER IV 

APPEALS AND PROCEDURE, 
33 . Form of memorandum of appeal. - ( i ) Every appeal 
under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 15 shall be preferred in 
the form of a memorandum signed by the uppellant or his 
authorised agent and presented to the Appellate Officer in 
person or sent to him by registered post . 
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CHAPTÉR V 
WELFARE AND HEALTH OF CONTRACT LABOUR 


( ii) The memorandum shall be accompanied by a certi 
fied copy of the order appealed from and a Treasury receipt 
of rupees 10 . 

(2 ) Tho memorandum sball set forth concisely and under 
district heads the grounds of appeal to the order appealed 
from . 


40 . Welfare and healtlı facilities . - - ( 1 ) The facilitics 
required to be provided under sections 18 and 19 of the Aet 
namely suficient supply of wholesome drinking water . A 
sufhcient number of latrines and urinals , washing facilities 
and first- aid - facilities shall be provided by the contractor 
in the case of the existing establishments within seven days 
of the commencement of these rules and in the case of new 
establishments within seven days of the commencement of 
the employment of contract labour therein . 


34 . Amendment of memorandum of appeal. - ( 1 ) Whero 
the memorandum of appcal docs not comply with the pro 
visions of sub - rulc ( 2 ) of rulc 33, it may be rejected or 
Toluined to appellant for the purpose of being amended 
within the time to be fixed by the Appellate Oficer. 


( 2 ) Where the Appellate Officer rejects the memorandum 
under sub - rule ( 1 ) he shall record the reason for such 
rojection , and communicate the order to the appellant. 


( 2 ) If any of thc facility mentioned in sub - rulo ( 1 ) is 
not provided by the contractor within the period prescribed 
tho same shall be provided by the principal employer with 
in seven days of the expiry of tho period laid down in the 
gaid sub - rule . 


( 3 ) Where the memorandum of appeal is in order , the 
Appellate Officer shall admit the appeal , endorse thereon 
the date of presentation and shall register the appeal in it 
book to be kept for the purposc called the Register 
Appeals . 


( 4 ) ( i ) When the appeal has becn admiticdly, the 
Appellate Officer shall send thc notice of the appeal to the 
Registering Officei or the Licensing Officer as the case may 
be from whose order the appeal has been preferred and thç 
Registering Officer or the Licensing Officer shall send the 
record of the case to the Appellate Officer , 


( ii) On receipt of the record , the Appellate Officor sh8:11 
sond a notice to the appellant to appear before him at such 
date and time as may be specified in the notice for the 
hearing of the appeal, 


41. Rest - rooms. - ( 1 ) In every place wherein contract 
labour is required to halt at night in connection with the 
working of the establishment to which thc Act applies and 
in which cmployment of contract labour is likely to conti 
nue for 3 months or more , the contractor shall provide and 
maintain rest rooms or other suitable alternativo accom 
modation within fifteen days of the coming into foice of the 
rules in the case of existing establishments , and within fjf 
teen days of the commencement of the employnicnt of con 
tract labour in new establishments . 

( 2 ) If the amenity referred to in sub - rule ( 1 ) is not 
provided by the contractor within the period prescribed the 
principal cmployer shall provide the samc within a period 
of fifteen days of the expiry of the period laid down in tho 
said sub - rule .
